REMARKS

As an initial matter, the undersigned has overcome the objection to the 
drawings raised by the Office action by amending the specification to replace 
the errored reference numeral "2a 11 with the correct reference numberal "200. "

The Office has acknowleged that claims 2-7 would be patentable if 
rewritten in independent form. In keeping with this conclusion, applicant has 
amended claim 1 to incorporate the recitations of objected-to claim 2, and has 
re-written objected-to claims 4 and 6 in independent form. Therefore, as 
acknowledged in the Office action, all pending claims are in condition for 
allowance.
